SOON TO BE USED TO PRODUCE 


HEAT, LIGHT AND POWER 


A. concern 
having headquarters In 
Boston has purchased 1200 acres of 
peat land In the vicinity of Lynnfleld 
and Peabody for the purpose of extract- 
Ing gas from the peat to be used (or 
the production of heat, light and pow- 
er; the main object being tho produc- 
tion of electricity for supplying power 
lo be transmitted to a distance by 
wire. 


The eompnny In question has equip- 
ped a plant at Lynnfield 
where the 
success of the experiments In this line 
promise a revolution In the production 
of heat, light and power. The specific 
claims made are. that from 29 1-2 tons 
of raw. peat dredged and carried to the 
generator at an expense of $.1.08, there 
can be produced 1000 horsepower hours 
with approximately 3 1-2 tons of drv- 
peat fuel which at the works would be 
worth about $S as fuel. 
Under the 
most economic production of power by 
New England manufacturers 
at 
the 
present time, it is estimated that each 
1000 horsepower hour costs from 53.00 
upwards at the switchboard. 


Judging from the present tendency 
to use electricity instead of steam for 
running factories, this new proposition 
to convert the gases contained In peat 
into electricity to he transmitted, it 
may he to distant points, promises to 
make the change possible at a great- 
ly reduced expense wherever thore in 
a fair proportion of peat bogs and the 
United States Geological survey as- 
sures us that there is an abundant 
supply of peat in New England. 


At a time when New England pays 


about $100,000,000 annually for coal t-j 
be used for domestic and manufactur- 
ing purposes, any experiment, inven- 
tion or discovery that will enable the 
manufacturer to extract power at a 
cheap rate from boglnnds will readily 
commend itself to those manufacturers 
to whom economy In fuel has been the

Fifty Injured By Explosion at 


Ottawa, Canada 


OTTAWA. Out,. May 9.—An. explosion 


'which, late'last evening,' wrecked the 
plant of the General Explosive Co. of 
Canada, situated a- mile from. Hull, 
Quo.,. anfl four. mll«s. from this city, 
killed 15 persons ana Injured BO. The 
force of the' explosion 
was 
terrific. 


The country for miles around was laid 
waste and many . small dwelling's In 
the city tit Hull,' on the side neanest 
the scene, of th'e explosion, were flat- 
tened''to the ground.-. 
• A . baseball game was In progress a 
short distance from the powder worts 
about 
G o'clock . last 
evening. 
The

. ningv ana when a flre -was seen In one 


of the small buildings of the powder 
plant, the crowd began to swarm up 
the hill to gret. a. better view of the 
blaze. • Warning: of danger came to 
the''onlookers in two minor explosions 
Boon after the fire got w-sll under.way. 
A shower of sparks and .fragments of 
the .wrecked building fell among 
the 


spectators .and there was a scurrying 
out of the .way. 
Some men In th* 


crowd, aware of the possibilities of the 


. danger when the main magazines were 


reached by the flames, pleaded with the 
crowd to go still farther back, and 
many of them heeded 
the 
warning. 


Others, apparently enjoying 
th« ele- 


ment of danger- In the spectacle, stood 
•within 1000 yards of the burning build- 
ings.

They were kept on-the qui vivo by 


detonations which 
sent 
showers of 


burning brands in all directions.

two sisters namer Carrier, aged 18 and 
19, were killed while sitting at the sup- 
per table. John Blanchfield was sit- 
ting with his -wife In tho door of his 
home, when.a fragment of rock snuffed 
out his life arid left her unharmed but 
covered with his blood. 


The head of' a lad named Fabian 
was cut clean from his body. 


Tho electric light works were dis- 


abled and the city of Hull, left in dark- 
ness and added to the confusion and 
the difficulty of locating victims.

such a court it would lie necessary to have nn international army and 
navy, the duty of which would be to act under the direction of Ihu arbitral 
court in enforcing its decrees. 


Col. Roosevelt held up the supremo court of Ihe United States UK a 


model for the arbitral court of international 
justice, 
showing 
that

preserves peace among Ihe states while deciding all interstate questions 
with the understanding that its decisions and decrees must be accepted 
as.final.- 


It is quite probable that The Hague court at its next meeting, soon to 


be held, will make an effort to carry out some of Col. .Roosevelt's sug- 
gestions. 
But these international movements make slow progress and 


meantime all tho powers continue to build Dreadnoughts nnd to fortify 
themselves against foreign foes.

undoubtedly goes up into the hundreds.

the banks of the canals. 
The mayor himself cannot do more tlmu urge the 


matter upon (ho attention of the city council which provides the remedy

tlon of electricity for supplying powe 
to be transmitted to a distance !)• 
wire. 


The company in question has equip 


ped a plant at Lynnfleld 
where . thi. 


success of ths experiments in this line 
promise a. revolution In the productiol 
of.,heat, light and power. The speci'l. 
claims made are, that frum 28 1-2 tr,n 
of raw peat dredged and carried to the 
generator at an expense of J3.G8. thei' 
can be produced 1000 horsepower hours 
with approximately 3 1-2 tons of (Irv- 
peat fuel which at the works would b- 
worth about ?S as fuel. 
Under th 


most economic production of power bj 
New England manufacturers 
at 
tho 


present time, It Is estimated that each 
1000 horsepower hour costs from 53.01 
upwards at tho switchboard. 


Judging from the present tendency 


to use electricity instead of steam for 
running factories, this new proposition 
to convert the gases contained In peat 
Into electricity to be transmitted, it 
may be to distant points, promises to 
make the change possible at a great- 
ly reduced expense wherever there Is 
a fair proportion of peat bogs and the 
United States Geological survey as- 
sures us that there is an abundant 
supply of peat in New England. 


At a time when New England pays 
about ?100.000,000 annually for coal to 
be used for domestic and manufactur- 
ing purposes, any experiment, Inven- 
tion or discovery that will enable the 
manufacturer to extract power at u 
cheap rate from boglands will readily 
commend itself to those manufacturers 
to whom economy in fuel has beon the 
quest of years and ono of the chief 
elements o£ success.

sometimes, we people o:

America, that there are 


other Americans. This seems to be an 
appropriate time for the reminding 
process, when the Argentine Republic 
is taking: away from us the wheat 
trade of the world, when a newly 
opened 
railroad 
tunnel across 
the 


Andes, connects Chile and Argentina, 
two of South America's most progres- 
sive countries, and when 
President 


Taft sends one of our highest army 
officers, with a squadron ot warships, 
to congratulate South America on the 
centennial of the opening of its strug-- 
Ele for independence. 
..This is centennial year -in South 
America. The close of the first decade 
of the nineteenth century saw the out- 
break of the struggle that ended, years 
later. In the severance of the ties be- 
tween Spain and Portugal and the 
countries of the new world. We of the 
north ara wont to look back on our 
own Revolutionary war as one of the 
great struggles of history, forgetting 
that It filled only a small place in the 
annals of its time. Wo do not know 
or we forget, that the strife which 
freed a continent bigger than our part 
of North America was conducted on a 
much, grander scale 
and occupied 


many more years than our own little 
war-on a narrow strip of seaboard ter- 
ritory. 


It was not, Indeed, the North Ameri- 


can ivar for Independenco that Imme- 


diately inspired the South Americans 
to remit. While the name of Wash- 
ington Is venerated in South 'America 
now, his influence arid that of'his con- 
temporaries played little part In shap- 
ing the minds of the Latin Americans 
toward a struggle with the mother 
countries. 
That impulse came later, 


with, the news of the French revolu- 
tion, following a long course of op- 
pression by Spain and Portugal. 
French Revolution Sot Example. 


For centuries these nations had act- 


ed on the policy that guided the mluds 
of European statesmen in relation to 
the treatment of colonies—that the 
colonies existed for the good of the 
mother country and not for that of tb'e 
colonists. 
While all European coun- 


tries held this doctrine to be unassail- 
able, perliaps none of them acted upon 
t so thoroughly and carried its belief 
nto action so persistently 
as did 


Spain. 
But the times changed, and 


when the seeping of liberal 
Ideas 


hroughout the world .from the flood 
f 
the French 
revolution 
reached 


South America the downfall of Spnn- 
sh and Portuguese domination was as- 
ured. 
Although there were a few forerun- 


ners of the Spanish revolution before 
1810, 
notably Francisco Miranda, the 


patriot who visited tho United States 
in 1805 and later declared that he had 
obtained tho approval ot President 
Jefferson for his revolutionary proj- 
ects, it was in the year named that the 
revolt against Spain broke out in Ar- 
gentina, Chile, Venezuela and else- 


where.' For twenty years terrible, 
heartbreaking 
warfare was 
waged 


with ferocity on both sides, but with a 
steadily progressive series of recogni- 
tions of the independence of now one 
portion of South America and then of 
another. 
The battle of Ayacticho, in 


Peru, Dec. 4, 1823, is generally con- 
sidered to have broken the power of 
Spain once for all In South America. 


Although South Americans generally 


date the beginning of their independ- 
ence from the 19th of April, 1810, when 
the 
uprising 
occurred 
in Caracas, 


Venezuela, and Miranda and Bolivar' 
were hailed as the liberators of the 
people, tho Argentine Republic dates 
Its birth on May 25 of the same year. 
It Is on May 25 of the present year 
that Major General I^conard Wood, 
who was named by President Taft as a 
special envoy to convey the good 
wishes 
and 
congratulations of the 


Unites! States to the Argentine Repub- 
lic upon the occasion of the centenary 
celebration of the birth of the latter, 
will present to President Jose Figueroa 


Alcorta of the southern republic the 
greetings of her northern neighbor. 
Navy at Buanos Aires. 


Rear Admiral Staunton will repre- 


sent the navy at Buenos Aires. He 
will command a special squadron, con- 
sisting of tho armored cruisers Mon- 
tana, North Carolina, South Dakota, 
and Tennessee and the scout cruiser 
Chester. 
It Is considered especially 


fitting that tho American navy should 
represent us at Buenos Aires at this 
time as the Argentine Republic decided 
a short time ago to have constructed 
In the United States two big Dread- 
noughts, ranking .with the greatest of 
the "world's war vessels. 


Argentina, the most enterprising and 


progressive and one of the biggest of 
the South American 
republics, has 


planned a series of expositions in cele- 
bration of its centennial. 
They will 


ast from May to November. 
There 


will be four distinct expositions—the 
exhibitions of railways and land trans- 
port, 
of agricultural 
and 
pastoral 


transport, of hygiene and arts. 


May 36 is also the opening day of 


the celebration. In Uruguay, the little 
country lying between Argentina and 
Brazil. 
Before arriving at Buenos 


AircB General Wood and Admiral

Maldonado, 


Uruguay, to pay the respects of this 
country to one of the smallest of her 
sister states in South America. 
Co- 


lombia will begin the observance of Its 
centennial on July 20, Mexico on Sept. 
16, Chile on Sept. IS and other coun- 
tries on other dates throughout the 
year. The differences between Ecua- 
dor and Peru, which have threatened 
trouble for a long time and in which 
Bolivia and Chile are involved, may 
tend to disturb somewhat the harmony 
of the celebrations, but it is hoped that 
the disputes will be adjusted in time 
to permit a unanimous celebration, 
from the Rio Grande to TIerra del 
FUOKO. 
Will Unvoil Washington Statue. 


One of the features of the exercises 


in Buenos Aires will bo the unveiling 


of a statue to George, Washington, 
whose name stands with that of Boli- 
var in the estimation of-South Ameri- 
cans. The memory of President Mon- 
roe.-author of-tho "hands oft" doctrine 
that has permitted the South Ameri- 
can countries to develop In their own 
way without fear of European Inter- 
ference,, is hardly loss esteemed. Stat- 
ues of him stand in South America. 


They aro 
ndf Inconsiderable coun- 


tries, these Latin American republics 
over which the protecting shadow of 
tho United States hns been cast. They 
are rapidly advancing in population 
and wealth, and the standard of living 
for the masses of their peoples is con- 
.stantly being elevated despite the tur- 
moils which retard their political de- 
velopment. 
Buenos Aires Growing Fast, 


The three biggest of the countries 


south of the United States are Brazil, 
whoso extent is almost equal to that 
of the continental territory . of 
the 


United States, with 18,000,000 inhab- 
itants; Mexico, with 14,000,000, and the 
Argentine 
Republic, 
with 
7,000,000. 


The capital city of the last named 
country, Buenos Airoa, is the largest 
city in tho western hemisphere south 
of Philadelphia and has an estimated 
population of 1,200,000. It is fifteenth ' 


in size of the world's cities and Is 
growing as rapidly as Chicago. 


From almost all of the South Ameri- 


can countries and cities come similarly, 
gratifying reports of advances in civi- 
lization and prosperity. 
The United 


States government has recognized our 
kinship with 
our -.South American 


neighbors by the maintenance of cor- 
dial relations. 
Th^i establishment of 


the bureau of American republics was 
one token of our interest in Latin 
America. Tho beautiful new building 
of the bureau In Washington is to bo 
dedicated on May 26, the day after tho 
opening of the celebration in-Buenos 
Aires. 


William Jennings-Bryan, recently re-

Save the Ancient Cliff 


Dwellings. 


i. ROM the oldest dvpelllng house 


of mankind in America has 
come a cry for aid to save It 
from utter ruin. If the spir- 


its of the departed can Influence the 
living, surely the shades of the ancient 
cliff dwellers of the southwest have 
made.a silent appeal to the lawmakers 
at Washington 
for action that will 


save 
their houses 
from 
becoming 


merely heaps of disintegrated stones. 


It is one of America's most pictur- 


esque ruins that needs preservation. 
Its name is Balcony House, in Ruin 
canyon, in the Mesa Verde National 
park. After withstanding the tests of 
time for many centuries Its walls are 
about to succumb at last. 


Balcony House, with the other relics 


of the ancient cliff dwellers, stands 
In the Mesa Verde National park, ac- 
quired by the government a few years 
ago for the express purpose of pre- 
serving the ruins. It was found then 
that some of the most Important, and 
largest ruins had suffered from depre- 
dations and tho ravages of time to so 
great an extent that considerable re- 
pair work was needed to preserve 
them from entire destruction. In 1908 
the sum of $2,000 was expended by the 
government in the work of excavating 
and repairing Spruce Tree House. In 
11)09 a similar amount was used on tho 
Cliff Palace. Now the Balcony House, 
"lu some ways the greatest of the ruins, 
la calling for funds. 


TheRe most interesting ^relics of the 


ancient cliff dwellers are situated In 
southwestern Colorado and southeast- 
ern Utah, near the only point In tho 
United States where four common- 
wealths meet at a common point, at 
right 
angles. 
They are Colorado, 


Utah, Arizona and New Mexico. The 
houses which It Is proposed to save 
for the permanent instruction of per- 
sons interested In prehistoric America 
aro situated In tho Mesa Verde region, 
about two days' journey from Denver. 
The nearest point on tho rallrond Is 
Mnncos, Colo. In the rarefied air of 
the mesa, or elevated tableland, an ox- 
tensive view of the surrounding moun- 


dwellings were abandoned and left to

"OTTAWA, Ont., May 9.— An explosion 
which, late last evening, wrecked, the 
Plant of the. General Explosive Co. bt

The speech of ex-President Roosevelt before the Nobel Prize commit- 


tee in Norway was the most statesmanlike nnd practical 
he 
has 
yet 


delivered, albeit it sounds strange to hear a man who has continually been 
urging increased naval armaments at home, plead so convincingly for inter- 
national peace as a guest of a foreign court. In his speech 
ho recom- 


mended additional treaties of peace, the formation of an arbitral court at 
The Hague and the establishment of a League of Peace made up of all 
the nations that want pence. 
To carry out and enforce the decrees of 


such a court it would be nenessnry to have nn international army and 
navy, the duty of which would he to act under the direction of the arbilral 
court in enforcing its decrees. 


Col. Roosevelt held up the supreme court of the United States -as n 


model for the arbitral court of international justice, 
showing 
that 
it 


preserves peace among the states while deciding all interstate questions 
with the understanding that its decisions and decrees must bo accepted 
as final. 


. It is quite probable that The Hague court at its nest meeting, soon to 


be held, will make an effort to carry out some of Col. Roosevelt's sug- 
gestions. 
But these infernufional movements mnke slow progress and

dangerous to children because of their not being properly fenced in or 
enclosed. Mr. Howe estimates that one thousand lives have been lost in 
the canals since their construction, and while the estimate is not based 
upon accurate figures yet the total number of drownings in the canals 
undoubtedly goes up into the hundreds. 


Mr. Howe appeals to Mayor Median for such action 
ns 
may be 


necessary in order to provide better protection for children playing on 
the banks of the canals. The mayor himself cannot do more than urge the 
matter upon the attention of the city council which provides tho remedy 
under section 32 of chapter 52, revised laws, which is as follows:— 


"If tho city council of a city or the selectmen of a toivn shall, 


after notice In writing to tho parties in interest, adjudge a canal or 
waterway within the limits of the city or town to he dangerous to 
public travel, they mny by an order in writing require any person 
owning, operating or controlling sn'.d cunnl or waterway 
to 
fence
